Enclosed is the report from the technical assistance visit (T AV) you requested in your letter 
of July 2, 2014 regarding an assessment of the potential short- and long-term hazards associated 
with the storage of M6 propellant. The attached T AV report provides recommendations for the 
Louisiana Military Department's (LMD) and the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, Region 6's 
(EPA 6} consideration for implementation to improve the explosives safety posture at the Louisiana 
National Guard's (LANG) Camp Minden. 

An Army team conducted the requested T AV at Camp Minden from 1 to 5 December 2015. 
The TA V team reviewed explosives safety issues related to the continued storage of M6, to include 
current storage configurations. During the TAV, the team also reviewed and discussed with LMD 
and representatives from EPA 6, and the Louisiana State Police, LMD's plans for execution of the 
removal action outlined in the 28 October 2014 Administrative Settlement Agreement and Order on 
Consent for Removal Action (AOC). 

As during previous TAV, the team's primary focus was on ensuring recommendations it 
made for LMD's consideration focused on actions that would reduce or mitigate potential explosive 
hazards to LMD personnel and public safety. Among other matters, the team also made 
explosives sat ety recommendations for consideration to improve the efficiency of and reduce the 
operational risk associated with the proposed removal action.
